Wopila for National Bison Day

As Keeper of the Sacred White Buffalo Calf Pipe Bundle, I would like to give a Wopila (a great thank 
you) to the US Senators; Johnson (D-SD), Enzi (R-WY), Baldwin (D-WI), Bennet (D-CO), Cochran (R-MS), 
Gillibrand (D-NY), Hatch (R-UT), Heinrich (D-NM), Heitkamp (D-ND), Hoeven (R-ND), Johanns (R-NE), 
Lee (R-UT), Moran (R-KS), Portman (R-OH), Schumer (D-NY), Tester (D-MT), Thune (D-SD), Udall (D-NM), 
and Whitehouse (D-RI), for passing a Resolution recognizing “National Bison Day” on the first day of every 
Saturday in November. This year will be on November 2nd, 2013. 

This Resolution helps our relatives, the Buffalo Nation the Tatanka Oyate, stand in their recognition 
of worth and inherit responsibility to nurture the land once again with their medicine; to bring balance and 
harmony back to the Unci Maka (Grandmother Earth). 

I feel this great recognition is not only for the Buffalo Nation, but as well as our People, who were known 
as the Buffalo People the Pte Oyate. Pte San Win brought our most Sacred Covenant - the White Buffalo Calf 
Pipe Bundle to our People. She brought the bundle to help sustain us through many dark times, even when our 
relatives the Buffalo Nation were killed in the millions in the 1800s. We depended on the Buffalo Nation to help 
us survive since the beginning of time upon UncT Maka (Grandmother Earth); to provide food, clothing, shelter 
and even their spiritual teachings that make up our ceremonial Way of Life. 

It has even been documented in History in the lbOCFs of the meeting of our Ancestors “The Buffalo 
People with three dialects”, in the British documentation at Fort Gary, now known as Winnipeg, Manitoba. This 
Resolution gives our Dakota/Lakota/Nakota People an opportunity to re-educate themselves of our Ancestors 
self-recognition as the Buffalo People. We can understand the need to unite spiritually again as One Nation, 
during this time especially when there is much spiritual disconnection. 

As it states in the Resolution ending “to observe the day with appropriate ceremonies and activities”, from 
this day forward, I would like to also recognize this day as “White Buffalo Day”, because of the sacred teaching 
Pte San Win - White Buffalo Calf Woman brought to our people; instructing to live in harmony and balance 
upon Unch Maka (Grandmother Earth). 

We were known in History as the Great Sioux Nation, we need to re-educate ourselves and understand 
the truth - we are the Pte Oyate The Buffalo People with three dialects and acknowledge the responsibility of 
taking care of Unc’i Maka, as our relative the Buffalo Nation taught us. 

On November 2nd, 2013, the Oglala Lakota College in Eagle Butte, SD will host the first “National Bison 
Day” a.k.a “White Buffalo Day” at the Cheyenne River College Center Auditorium, from 10 am till closing, 
November 2nd, 2013. Re-known Guest Speakers of the Pte Oyate from Grandmother’s Country (Canada) and 
those who have worked hard on behalf of the Buffalo Nation, will be with us to celebrate this day to present 
their documented facts of our History and responsibility. All Nations are welcome! 

I would like to encourage All Nations of People to help recognize this day with us in the US and Canada if 
you can-not attend. 

In a Sacred Hoop of life, where there is no ending and no beginning!

State of Minnesota passes law to support 
First Nations of Canada

American Indian Movement 

The American Federal Government has never commented much less condemned the policies or practises 
of Canadian governments. The United States federal government has been dead silent on the human rights 
violations in Canada. I am pleased to state however that the Government of Minnesota where AIM in 
Minneapolis has been very active, has passed legislation not to purchase more electricity from the Province of 
Manitoba. The legislation signed by former Governor Pawlenty was due to environmental damage to First 
Nations in the area where dams producing the electricity were built. I do not condemn Americans for the silence, 
if Americans are properly informed, they do take action, however, “big money” American media has consistently 
ignored Canada’s Human Rights violations. 

In 1989, I organized a run from Winnipeg to Chicago to try to get Jesse Jackson who was running for 
president to comment on the Human Rights violations in Canada. Jackson ignored us. For over 24 years, I 
have tried many avenues to get Americans aware of the Human Rights issues in Canada. Last fall (2012), I and 
former Chief Dennis Pashe went to Tehran and met with Iranian Government officials. When the United States 
government refuses to take any action on the theft of 2.5 million barrels of oil that Canada sends every day to 
the United States, oil stolen from the indigenous people, we have a right to seek the assistance of other nations 
who are willing to listen. 

Harper had this planned. Last year, he announced 81% funding cuts to the Assembly of Manitoba Chiefs, 
the Indigenous voice of Chiefs in Manitoba that has been very vocal about human rights issues. The RCMP 
action in Elsipogtog First Nation New Brunswick was a planned attack to see what response the First Nations 
take if any. The silence of First Nations in light of the RCMP actions in Elsipogtog will be seen as a green light 
for Steven Harper to continue fracking and the continued theft of any and all of the 60 different metals and 
minerals mined in Canada. There is no payment whatsoever to the indigenous people for the natural resources 
taken from our traditional lands. 

The coming days will determine whether First Nations will simply accept the violence or take action 
against it.

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Proper medication use 
and disposal, a community 
responsibility 

Most of us have some kind of medication in our homes, cither prescription or over the 
counter medication for cough and cold, allergy or pain relief. Medications, when 
prescribed and utilized properly, can posi lively impact our physical, mental and 
emotional wellbeing. We must be mindful however of the hanutiil health and 
environmental consequences that result from misusing medication through over use, 
taking someone dse's medication, ingesting medication that is out of date, accidental 
ingestion of medication and improper medication disposal. 


Why Missing School Hurts your Child

Environ mental Impact 

Improper disposal of modi cal ion results in negative environmental consequences; recent 
research cited an estimated 250 million pounds of unused medication arc disposed of 
each year across the United States. The guidelines for disposal arc often unclear and 
recommendations for disposal often conflict and conftiseus with some medication 
packaging calling tor disposal by flushing and other medications calling for disposal with 
household trash after combining with a substance such as coffee grinds or cat litter. These 
practices have been documented to have a significant impact on our environment as Ihey 
accumulate in landfills and can leach into groundwater. 

A 2008 Associated Press investigation discovered a wide array of pharmaceuticals 
detected in the drinking water supplies of 24 metropolitan areas, affecting at least 41 
million Americans In Massachusetts the presence of drugs in the water supply is 
unknown as ol'2f)08 water supply systems are not required to test for pharmaceuticals, 
(ask TaraJThere is growing interest in the impact of pharmaceuticals on the potential 
build up in the food chain and the adverse effect on aquatic organisms. These 
documented concerns have prompted government and environmentalists to devote time 
and resources for further research on impact and to develop effective disposal protocols. 


Physical Impact Abuse and Addiction 

Wc have seen an inordinate number of news accounts during the last few' years that 
expose adult celebrity accidents, addictions and overdose deaths due to prescription drug 
misuse. Jn a survey of 20,000 adults ages 50 years and over 3% reported taking a 
prescription drug thul had not been prescribed for them. Tragically, this trend is not 
exclusive to our adult population as statistics reveal annual increases in prescription 
medication misuse, addiction and treatment among youth ages 12-17 years across the 
nation, more young people abuse prescription drugs than any other illicit drug except 
marijuana; more than 2.1 million youth reported abusing prescription dings in 2008 
according to the Substance Abuse Mental Health Services Association (SAMHSA) Pain 
relievers like Vicodin and OxyContin are reportedly the most common abused by teens. 
There are two key factors cited driving teen medicine abuse, prescription and over the 
counter, the first is the misperception of safety; teens report that abusing medicine is not 
as dangerous as “street drugs" such as marijuana and cocaine. Ease of access is also cited 
as a major factor in the upward trend of use the majority of teens obtain the prescription 
medical ions through family or friends 64% of teens who have abused prescription 
stimulants and pain relievers reported getting, buying or stealing then from friends or 
relatives according to the 2007 National Survey on Drug Use and Health, SAMHSA. 


Treatment admissions for opiate addiction have risen from 16 percent to 20 percent of all 
admissions during the last decade while treatment tor stimulant drugs rose from 4 percent 
to 6 percent according to 1 he National Admissions to Substance Abuse Treatment 
(TEDS) report from the Substance Abuse and Menial Health Services Association 
(SAMHSA) 


Poisonings 

All medications, when misused or ingested accidentally can cause serious harm often 
resulting in fatality, A 2007 Center for Disease Control report on deaths in the United 
Stales due to poisoning over a 5 year period show's that nearly all poison deaths arc 
attributed to drugs, and most drug poisonings result from the abtisc of prescription drugs 
and illegal dmgs. National statistics show' a 62.5 % increase in drug poisoning deaths 
during a five year period from 12, 186 in 1 999 to 20, 950 deaths in 2004. 

What can vou do? 


Take inventory of medications in your home; know' what you have- Monitor the 
quantities and control access to 

Check expiration dates for outdated medications. Look for discoloration and crumbling, 
Outdated medications are not effective and can harbor bacteria and/or fungus, 

Look for left over medications from a previous illness or condition. Medications should 
be prescribed specifically by a doctor for each condition not reused or shared. 

Keep medications out of reach to prevent accidental ingestion and poisoning. 

Lock up medications that arc controlled substances such as: stimulant medications, 
Atlderall, Ritalin, pam medication OxyContin, Pereocel and Vicodin and depressants 
such as sleeping pills nr anti-anxiety drugs such as: Xanex and Valium. 

Educate yourself -talk to your teens 

Talk to your adolescents about the risks of using dmgs, teens who leam about the risks of 
drugs at home arc 50% less likely to use than those who arc not taught about the dangers, 

Warning Siuns 

Warning signs of prescription drug abuse include: sudden mood changes including 
irritability, negative attitude and personality change, changes in groups of friends or hang 
out locations, lying or being dcccitftil, unaccounted time away from home, missed school 
days and declining grades, losing interest in personal appearance, extracurricular 
activities and sports and avoiding eye contact.

While I was in college, and 
at a pre-med club meeting, plans 
were made to invite a speaker to 
tell us what’s required for getting 
into medical school. Guess who 
volunteered to find the expert? 

After calling the medical school, 
I was connected to Dr. Karl Wegner 


because he was one willing to do 
such a thing. I must say, I have never 
before or since met a more gracious 
man, and that evening he presented 
to our little premed group the details 
of applying to medical school with a 
helpful and thoughtful way. It was 
there I heard for the first time one 
of the great lecturers of my lifetime 
experience. 

A few years later after 
acceptance into medical school, I 
was one of a group of innocent, 
empty-headed, sophomore students 
trying to absorb everything about 


pathology from Dr. Wegner and his 
wondrous crew of physician teachers. 
Up to that class, we had learned 
about normal healthy anatomy and 
physiology, but it was in pathology 
we learned about the cause for each 
and every illness; basically what can 
go wrong in the human body. 

At the time, Karl Wegner

Start 
with these 10 tips for healthier children's snacks.

Snacking is a major pastime for many kids. Snacking can help your child curb hunger 
throughout the day, as well as provide energy and important nutrients. But the quality of the 
snacks is the key. Consider these 10 tips for healthier children's snacks. 


Health and wellness column - 



1 . Keep junk food out of the house. 

Your child won't clamor for cookies or candy bars if you don't keep them on hand. Instead, set 
a good example by snacking on healthy foods yourself. 

2. Go for the grain. 

Whole-grain snacks — such as whole-grain pretzels or tortillas and high-fiber, whole-grain 
cereals — can give your child energy with some staying power. 

3. Mix and match. 

Serve baby carrots or other raw veggies with fat-free ranch dressing. Dip graham cracker 
sticks or fresh fruit in fat-free yogurt. Top celery, apples or bananas with peanut butter. 

4. Broaden the menu. 

Offer out-of-the-usual fare, such as pineapple, cranberries, red or yellow peppers, mangoes, 
tangelos or roasted soy nuts. 

5. Revisit breakfast. 

Many breakfast foods — such as low-sugar, whole-grain cereals and whole-grain toast — 
make great afternoon snacks. Likewise, a small serving of last night's casserole could double 
as an after-school snack.

6. Sweeten it up. 

Healthy children's snacks don't need to be bland. To satisfy your child's sweet tooth, offer fat- 
free pudding, frozen yogurt or frozen fruit bars. Or use skim milk, fat-free yogurt and fresh fruit 
to make your own smoothies. 


Childhood obesity is a serious problem that puts children at risk for other health problems. 
Children who carry too much body fat for their bodies are considered obese. There are 
different causes of childhood obesity listed below and some steps you can take to help your 
child reach a healthy weight. 

Cause: Eating too much food and not getting enough physical activity overtime can cause a 
child to put on too much weight. 

What can I do? Learn serving sizes for children; include 5 servings of fruits and vegetables 
each day. Don’t allow more than 2 hours of television or computer screen time. Children 
should get at least 1 hour of physical activity everyday; and offer water to drink instead of high 
sugar drinks. 

Cause: The surroundings in your neighborhood or school can play a role in obesity. Look 
around your neighborhood and count the number of fast food places or see what types of 
foods are served at your child’s school. Does the grocery store offer fresh fruits and 
vegetables? 

What can I do? Your surroundings can affect how your family eats. You can take action and 
talk with the school and grocery store about offering healthier choices. Teach your child about 
making healthy choices by being a good role model. 

Cause: Children that do not get physical activity are more likely to be overweight and have 
health problems like Type 2 Diabetes and heart disease. 

What can I do? Keep children active so they can get 1 hour of physical activity a day. Make 
sure the activity is fun and gets their heart pumping like jump rope or playing tag. Talk with 
your child’s school about what type of physical activity is offered. 

Cause: There are other causes of obesity that are not so easy to understand such as genes 
which predict how our bodies are made or other diseases; drugs like steroids or 
antidepressants can also cause a person to gain weight.

7. Have fun. 

Use a cookie cutter to make shapes out of low-fat cheese slices, whole-grain bread or whole- 
grain tortillas. Eat diced fruit with chopsticks or make fruit kebabs. Make a tower out of whole- 
grain crackers, spell words with pretzel sticks, or make funny faces on a plate using different 
types of fruit. 


What can I do? Talk with your doctor about what is causing weight gain. 

Eating healthy and getting plenty of physical activity can help your child reach a healthy 
weight. Talk with your dietitian about making a plan to help you make healthier choices for your 
family.

9. Don't be fooled by labeling gimmicks. 

Foods marketed as low-fat or fat-free can still be high in calories. Likewise, foods touted as 
cholesterol-free can still be high in fat, saturated fat and sugar. Check nutrition labels to find 
out the whole story.

you how “y° u can do it” and how to 
help others; or a high school teacher 
who taught you toughness and not 
to give up; or a college professor who 
helped you achieve a creative and 
academic challenge. 

Dr. Karl Wegner was, and still 
is, a teacher who has made a big 
difference in my life, and many lives, 
teaching not only what can go wrong 
with the human body, but also how 
to face difficulty with grace.

Stress is a feeling that can make you feel nervous or even angry when you don’t know why 
you are nervous or angry. When a child or teen is stressed it may cause them to overeat which 
can lead to being too heavy. Being overweight can also be hard for a child or teen to deal with. 
Below are some reasons why children overeat and ways to deal with them. 

Feeling stress can cause overeating - which can lead to obesity. Many people today, 
especially young people, are now living a hectic and stressful lifestyle. Because they live this 
kind of life, they tend to eat comfort foods to get rid of stress. 

Stress can make you feel hungry even though you just ate. Because of this reason, you will 
tend to eat more portions and at fast food chains serving food portions that are high in fat, 
sugar and salt than what is recommended by dietitians and nutritionists. 

When a child is nervous, sad or scared, they may not know how to cope with those feelings 
and overeat. If you notice your child eating more than normal or putting on weight, speak with 
your child about sharing his/her feelings they may be hiding. If there have been changes at 
home that affect your child, talk with them about ways to deal with those feelings. 

• Being a teen can be a tough time since they worry about many things such as bad 
grades, going to a new school, bullies, and what friends may think about them. Keep in 
touch with your teen; it may be helpful for them to be involved in sports and hobbies that 
will occupy their mind in a healthy way. Keep healthy snacks on hand such as cut-up 
veggies and fruits, water, low-fat yogurt and milk. 

• When a child is overweight they may get teased by other children and adults who cause 
them to feel bad about themselves. Overweight children sometimes look older because 
of their size and are treated differently than other kids their own age. It will be helpful for 
the child to learn to speak up for themselves and learn to ask questions when they don’t 
understand. 

• Being sad can cause a child or teen to have little energy and not get any physical 
activity. Any type of physical activity will help your child deal with stress in a healthy way 
especially when it is fun. Try something different that you can do together such as rock 
climbing, yoga, swimming or an active video game. 

Keep your child active and keep healthy food and snacks on hand. Let your child or teen know 
you are available to talk. Speak with a health care provider about getting help for your child if 
you feel he or she needs it. Defeat obesity by first defeating stress. 

• Take time to weigh the reasons of why you feel stress - can you stop the problem? 



Being obese or having too much body fat can lead to many health problems not only for adults 
but for children too. Below are some health problems that can occur when a child is obese. 
Talk with your doctor if you are concerned about your child’s weight. 

Type 2 Diabetes - The body cannot use the hormone insulin which carries glucose or blood 
sugar to cells for energy or it does not make enough insulin to keep blood sugar at a normal 
range which leads to high blood sugar. High blood sugar overtime can lead to heart disease, 
nerve and kidney damage. 

High Blood Pressure - The heart works harder to pump blood throughout your body. 

Gallstones - Eating a high fat diet can lead to gallstones which are stones formed in the 
gallbladder and may require surgery. 

Hyperlipidemia - High levels of blood fats can lead to narrowed or blocked arteries which 
reduce or blocks blood flow leading to a heart attack or stroke. 

Sleep Apnea - Fat is pushed up from the stomach area to the airways and makes the lungs 
and heart work harder. Breathing often stops during sleep and causes the child to be tired 
during the day. 

Acanthosis Nigricans - Is dark velvety skin located in the neck, underarm and other skin 
folds caused by eating too much food. 

Fatty Liver Disease - Fat builds up in the liver and causes injury leading to cirrhosis or 
scarring of the liver. 

Orthopedic Complications - Extra weight puts strain on a child’s bones and cartilage which 
cushions bones. A child may limp or complain of leg or knee pain. In some cases the thigh 
bone slips from the hip joint cutting off blood supply. 

Polycystic Ovary Syndrome or PCOS - Affects some young girls who have irregular 
menstrual periods, high blood pressure, high blood fats, and extra hair growth on the body. 

Childhood obesity can be reversed or prevented by eating healthy foods that are not high in 
fat, salt or sugar and getting 60 minutes of exercise a day. The child is more likely to succeed 
when the family supports him or her. 


Being overweight may cause your child to be worried about their appearance - you can help 
by helping your child to eat healthy and become more physically active!

“Household’ batteries are part 
of our lives more than ever. No 
longer is their role confined to items 
such as flashlights and children’s 
toys. Today they keep much of our 
lives functioning by powering up 
cell phones, laptops, power tools and 
more. 

Problem is, when it comes to 
disposing of those batteries, many of 
us hesitate. What are our options? 
Should we recycle? 

The answer to disposing of 
a household battery depends on 
its type — is it a general-purpose 
alkaline battery or a rechargeable 
or special-chemistry battery? The 
answer can also depend, in part, 
on where we live. Here’s a brief 
overview: 

Disposing of General-purpose 
and Alkaline Batteries *For general- 
purpose alkaline batteries, a first 
step is to find out what services 
if any are available for collection. 


Although the primary ingredients 
of today’s general-purpose batteries 
are common metals, strong concerns 
remain that putting batteries in 
landfills will have long-term effects 
on soil and water. 

•Despite these concerns, if 
your community does not offer 
collection of household batteries, it is 
general practice to dispose of alkaline 
batteries in normal trash. 

• Whether recycling alkaline 
batteries or disposing of them 

in trash, it is important to avoid 
grouping them. Used batteries are 
not always completely dead, and 
putting batteries with some life left 
in them together can create safety 
risks. In addition, do not burn, and 
watch for leaks, which can cause 
chemical burns. 

Disposing of Rechargeble and / 
or Special-chemistry Batteries 

• Rechargeable batteries and 
batteries containing lithium and 


other special chemicals need to be 
recycled. These types of batteries are 
found in electronic items such as cell 
phones, cameras, laptops, and many 
power tools. 

• Check with your electronic 
retailer(s) to find the best recycling 
center for you. 

Whether you are disposing of 
alkaline or rechargeable batteries, 
a number of programs offer help,. 
For instance, Call2Recycle maintains 
a locator list for nearest recycling 
programs (www.Call2Recycle.org/ 
locator); Earth99 (www.Earth99. 
com) maintains a list of recycle-by- 
mail programs, including one for 
batteries. 

Right here in the Red River 
basin, we have a great example 
coming up of working to encourage 
battery recycling. As part of 
Canada’s Waste Reduction Week 
(October 21-27), the city of 
Winnipeg’s libraries are engaging 
in a competition to see which of 
the libraries can collect the most 
batteries and cell phones during 
the week. The library collecting the 
most batteries will win a prize. The 
batteries will be fully recycled into 
new products, and the prize will be 
one the entire community can enjoy. 
A clear WIN on all sides!

Fargo, ND - During a keynote 
address to education leaders from 
across North Dakota, U.S. Senator 
Heidi Heitkamp vouched for the 
effectiveness of Head Start and 
committed to pushing for more 
resources for early childhood 
education programs. 

Heitkamp spoke at the North 
Dakota Head Start Association 
Conference after she returned from 
Washington where she had been 
working with a bipartisan group of 
1 3 other Senators on a compromise 
to re-open the federal government, 
prevent the United States from 
default, and put our country on a 
long-term path to address the deficit 
and reduce spending. The plan 
Heitkamp and the bipartisan group 
of Senators put together helped 
establish a viable compromise to 
resolve this impasse, and it paved 
a way for the bill the House and 
Senate passed on October 16. 

“At a time when we should 
be investing in more programs 
like Head Start, wrongheaded 
policies and reckless across-the- 
board spending cuts are causing 
real damage,” said Heitkamp. “We 
absolutely need to reduce the deficit, 
but we can’t do it by slashing crucial 
programs, like Head Start, which 


give our children the affordable 
education opportunities they deserve 
and saving taxpayers money in the 
long run. One of the most important 
elements in the agreement Congress 
came to this week requires the House 
and Senate to finally sit down and 
negotiate a budget. It is my hope 
that during these negotiations, we 
can work to address the real causes 
of our deficit and spending problems, 
and avoid harsh cuts to proven early 
childhood education programs.” 

Automatic across-the-board 
spending cuts, or sequestration, went 
into effect earlier this year and were 
signed into law before Heitkamp 
came into office. These cuts slashed 
nearly $405 million to Head Start, 
resulting in 57,265 fewer children 
participating, including nearly 200 
in North Dakota. 

The recent government 
shutdown took $24 billion out of the 
economy, and cost taxpayers $160 
million daily. It had a significant 
impact on many programs relied 
on by North Dakotans, including 
Head Start. Head Start programs in 
six states were forced to close their 
doors and more would have been 
at risk if the reckless shutdown had 
continued.

Rep. Noem faces national 
and political disaster after 
South Dakota blizzard

Washington Post - Oct. 16, 
2013 - South Dakota’s Republican 
representative Kristi Noem has a 
problem. 

In early October, a blizzard 
roared through the Black Hills of 
western South Dakota, burying tens 
of thousands of cattle under several 
feet of snow and leaving South 
Dakota’s $7 billion cattle industry 
reeling. 

The storm, nicknamed Atlas, 
began with heavy rain that soaked 
the livestock before the rain turned 
into a snowy blizzard with hurricane- 
force gusts that dumped up to five 
feet of snow on the cattle, freezing 
them to death as their hooves 
became stuck in the mud, keeping 
them from returning to their ranch 
homes. Atlas was particularly 
devastating because it arrived before 
the cattle had grown their winter 
coats and before ranchers had 
herded them to low-lying, tree-lined 
pastures that provide shelter from 
the harsh South Dakota winter. 

Normally, cattle ranchers would 
go to the local office of the USDA 
Farm Service Agency to file claims 
for their losses. They generally have 
30 days to apply. 

Now, however, those farm 
offices are closed because of the 
government shut down. When 
offices are closed, claims can’t be 
filed. And if claims can’t be filed, 
assistance can’t be paid. 

But, closed farm offices and 
dead cows aren’t Noem’s only 
problem; in fact, they’re not even her 
biggest problem. 

Her biggest problem may be 


convincing her fellow Republicans 
that support for South Dakota 
ranchers is an exception to the 
rule that the federal government is 
spending too much of the American 
taxpayers’ hard-earned money. 

A week ago, Noem went to the 
floor of the House of Representative 
to recount a story she heard from a 
South Dakota rancher: “He found 
what he called the trail of death, 
about 200 of his 600 cows were 
dead leading up to and throughout a 
draw.” Noem insists that the federal 
government help these ranchers due 
to the “unprecedented” nature of the 
blizzard that blew through her state. 

Unfortunately, Noem’s request 
for additional federal spending comes 
at a time when Congress hasn’t 
approved any federal spending at 
all. That’s why much of the federal 
government is largely closed for 
business. 

In many ways, Noem has 
brought this problem upon herself. 
She’s part of the group of House 
Republicans who in September 
refused to fund the federal 
government unless the Democrats 
agreed either to defund or to delay 
implementation of the Affordable 
Care Act. 

Without that agreement, the 
federal government essentially shut 
down on October 1 . 

Days later, the blizzard hit 
South Dakota. 

Now, Noem would like the 
federal government to increase its 
spending. 

Noem said that due to the 
millions of dollars of losses they’ve 
suffered, counties and the South 


Dakota governor are expected to 
“petition the president for disaster 
status” so they can receive Federal 
Emergency Management Agency 
funds. As the blizzard roared 
through South Dakota, Noem said 
that “there may be disagreement 
over certain parts of the federal 
budget, but not on FEMA.” 

(South Dakota is especially 
reliant on federal funding since 
it doesn’t have a personal or a 
corporate income tax and a sales 
tax that, at 4 percent, is the second 
lowest rate among the states that tax 
sales.) 

Noem doesn’t just want 
temporary federal assistance. She’d 
also like a permanent increase in 
assistance by expanding the livestock 
indemnity program in the farm bill. 

Many ranchers rely on 
subsidized federal insurance to cover 
their losses. For example, one South 
Dakota farmer reports losing 96 
percent of his herd of 100 cattle at a 
cost of $250,000. He wasn’t insured 
against this loss, he says, because 
storm insurance is too expensive, 
according to a report in USA Today. 
(Many of the 50 million Americans 
who aren’t insured today because 
health insurance is too expensive 
would obtain subsidized insurance 
through the ACA.) 

While it’s too early to know 
the full extent of the losses to South 
Dakota’s ranchers, early figures 
from the head of the South Dakota 
Stockgrowers Association suggest 
that 5 percent of the area’s 1.5 
million cattle have been killed. 

Calves sell for around $1,000 
a head and cows sell for more than 
$1,500. (It’s difficult to get current 
prices due to the shutdown.) 

Losses could amount to 
upwards of $100 million. If cattle 
deaths rise to the 15 percent to 20

percent of entire herds estimated 
by the head of the National Farms 
Union, as reported in the Bismarck 
Tribune, losses could exceed $400 
million. The estimates are likely 
to rise as the melting snow reveals 
more and more cattle carcasses. 

Noem is on the agriculture 
committee and voted in favor of the 
House’s version of the farm bill that 
cuts $39 billion in funding from 
the food stamps program over ten 
years. Some 2.8 million low-income 
people would lose benefits with this 
measure. The Senate has refused to 
go along with these cuts. 

Noem is positioned to help 
craft a new farm bill. House Speaker 
John Boehner (R-Ohio) named her 
to the conference committee that 
will work on crafting a farm bill 
to replace the one that expired last 
month. 

Estimates of the cost of the 
expanded assistance for ranchers 
that Noem has sponsored aren’t 
available. 

While South Dakota’s ranchers 
are facing a terrible disaster, they 
aren’t the only ones to suffer from 
weather-related damage. Natural 
disasters hit the United States all the 
time, whether it’s hurricanes in the 
Gulf states, widespread droughts 
in the Midwest, tornadoes in the 


panhandle states, or “super” storms 
like Sandy that ravaged the East 
coast a year ago. 

That’s why the federal 
government provides emergency 
assistance through the Federal 
Emergency Management Act 
and ongoing assistance through 
programs like those in the farm bill. 

Noem voted against federal 
assistance for victims of super storm 
Sandy in New York and New Jersey. 

Nevertheless, she’s at the 
front of the line asking the federal 
government for money to help 
victims of South Dakota’s early- 
October blizzard. 

It appears that Noem is against 
federal spending until she’s for it. 

And, that’s her biggest 
problem. It’s hard to justify 
spending when your own 
constituents are hurting when you 
oppose it when others’ are hurting. 

Now that Noem appears to see 
the benefits of federal spending for 
ranchers when they are suffering, 
perhaps she’ll change her vote on the 
farm bill and allow federal spending 
for the safety net that provides 
needed food assistance to millions of 
low-income Americans when they’re 
suffering.

2013 - First Nations Development 
Institute (First Nations) today 
announced the selection of 23 
American Indian and Alaska Native 
organizations to receive grants 
through its Native Youth and 
Culture Fund for the 2013-2014 
funding cycle. The grants total 
$400,000. 

The Native Youth and

The grants support the projects 
and provide capacity-building and 
training to the organizations’ staff 
members. First Nations believes 
Native youth are key to the future 
of Indian Country, and that youth- 
development efforts significantly 
enhance First Nations’ work to 
strengthen tribal economies. All of 
the funded projects demonstrate 
creative and innovative approaches, 
whether through traditional 
knowledge, art, language or a 
program or business enterprise. 

The 2013 Native Youth and 
Culture Fund grantees are: 

• Boys & Girls Club of the 
Northern Cheyenne Nation, 

Lame Deer, Montana, $15,000 - 
This project seeks to bridge the 
generational gap between tribal 
elders and youth by establishing 
a community garden that will 
encourage tribal elders to teach 
youth how to plant and harvest 
traditional foods using traditional 
Northern Cheyenne practices and 
teachings. This project is intended to 
help revitalize Northern Cheyenne 
culture and language. 

• Cochiti Youth Experience, 
Cochiti Pueblo, New Mexico, 
$20,000 - This mentorship program 
pairs tribal elders with tribal youth 
to ensure that traditional pueblo 
farming methods are passed down 
from one generation to the next. The 
purpose of this project is to teach 


tribal youth the pueblo values of 
compassion, kindness, patience, and 
co-existence. 

•Dakota Indian Foundation, 
Chamberlain, South Dakota, 

$20,000 - This summer camp is 
intended to teach 100 tribal youth 
from reservations throughout South 
Dakota about Dakotah culture 
and language. Tribal youth will 
participate in traditional rite-of- 
passage ceremonies as well as a 
commemorative horseback ride and 
other traditional activities. 

• Euchee (Yuchi) Language 
Project, Inc., Sapulpa, Oklahoma, 
$20,000 - The purpose of this after- 
school program is to teach Euchee 
youth their traditional language 
and farming practices. After school, 
four tribal elders will teach 40 tribal 
youth the Euchee language as well 
as how to plant and harvest heirloom 
crops that they can use to host a 
traditional meal for the community. 

• Friends of Akwesasne Freedom 
School, Roosevelt Town, New York, 
$18,000 - This language-immersion 
program seeks to revitalize the 
Mohawk language by introducing 
culture-based curriculum to both 
middle and high school students. In 
addition to learning the Mohawk 
language, students will also learn 
how to hunt, fish, trap and use 
traditional medicines. 

• Grand Ronde Canoe Family, 
Grand Ronde, Oregon, $20,000 

— This wellness program teaches 
high-risk tribal youth how to canoe. 
During the summer, 25 youth 

will paddle and train 20 hours per 
week, while also learning traditional 
Quinault songs and dances. 

• Hawkeye Indian Cultural 
Center, Inc., Red Springs, North 
Carolina, $20,000 - This project 
seeks to preserve traditional 
Lumbee knowledge and language. 
Tribal youth will help preserve this 
knowledge by interviewing and 
recording tribal elders for the benefit 
of future generations. Additionally, 
tribal elders will share their 
knowledge and wisdom with tribal 
youth in a classroom setting. 

•Hunkpati Investments, Fort 
Thompson, South Dakota, $15,875 

— This program seeks to incorporate 
the Dakota culture into their 
existing programs, particularly their 
tribal youth programs such as their 
community garden project. They 
intend to teach 100 tribal youth 
how to plant and harvest traditional 
Dakota foods. 

•Keres Children’s Learning 
Center, Cochiti Pueblo, New Mexico 
$15,875 - This language-immersion 
program seeks to revitalize the Keres 
language in a preschool setting 
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serving children, ages 3 -6. 

•The Leadership Academy 
at Santa Fe Indian School, Santa 
Fe, New Mexico, $15,875 - This 
leadership program seeks to 
empower young women by teaching 
them to realize their value and build 
confidence and trust through hand- 
on projects. This project will serve 
young women, age 15-18. 

• Lummi Youth Wellness 
Center, Bellingham, Washington, 
$20,000 - This wellness program 
seeks to establish a traditional 
healing garden in the Lummi 
community. The Lummi garden 
will be planted and harvested by 
tribal youth under the guidance and 
supervision of tribal elders. 

•Menominee Indian Tribe of 
Wisconsin, Keshena, Wisconsin, 
$12,530 — This summer camp is 
designed to teach tribal youth about 
Menominee culture and language. 
Tribal youth will learn traditional 
stories, songs and ceremonies as well 
as participate in a drug and alcohol 
prevention program. 

•Minnesota Indian Women’s 
Sexual Assault Coalition, St. Paul, 
Minnesota, $20,000 - The purpose 
of this program is to end sexual 
violence in Indian Country by 
teaching tribal youth traditional 
Native lifeways. Activities planned 
throughout the duration of this 
program include a powwow, arts and 
craft show, community garden and 
horse camp, among others. 

•Miss Navajo Council 
Incorporated, Window Rock 
Arizona, $20,000 - This mentorship 
program seeks to pair former 
Miss Navajo winners with at-risk 
tribal youth to teach tribal youth 
leadership skills. In addition to 
strengthening leadership skills, this 
program will also help teach tribal 
youth traditional Dine values and 
practices. 

•Native Women’s Society 
of the Great Plains, Timber Lake, 
South Dakota, $20,000 - This 
program seeks to revitalize a 
traditional Lakota /Dakota ceremony 
— the Isna Ti. The Isna Ti is a female 
rite of passage that instills young 
girls with the virtues and beliefs they 
need to succeed in life. 

•Nez Perce Tribe, Lapwai, 
Idaho, $20,000 - This language- 
immersion program seeks to 
revitalize the Niimiipuu language 
with both after-school and weekend

•Ogallala Commons, 

Nazareth, Texas, $6,000 - Support 
for high school, undergraduate and 
graduate internships for Native 
American students at nonprofits in 
Colorado and New Mexico. 

•Port Gamble S’Klallam Tribe, 
Kingston, Washington, $15,000 - 
This leadership program seeks to 
empower tribal youth through an 
experiential learning initiative. Tribal 
elders will lead tribal youth along 
guided tours across traditional lands 
and waterways. They will recount 
traditional stories and teach tribal 
youth traditional practices such as 
weaving, carving and harvesting. 

•Quinault Indian Nation, 
Taholah, Washington, $20,000 
— This program seeks funding to 
increase youth participation in the 
2013 Annual Canoe Journey. Tribal 
youth will be directly involved in the 
local design, planning and hosting of 
the event. This program is intended
